An Appreciation

Old age shrinks most of us, 
but Al Herling only grew in 
stature with the passing 
years—not physically (he was 
a small man) but in the qualhi- 
ties of heart and mind that 
make us most fully human. In 
time he came to tower over 
Greenbelt, the community he'd 
loved and served for 43 years. 
Not that there was anything 
imposing about the man; he 


was accessible, funny, and 


warm. It was his values that 
were lofty. He spoke them 
loud and clear and often at 
length in fiery oratory, for he 
was a passionate man who 
loved to talk. He also lived 
by them, which is rarer. 

Al Herling died on May 31 
at the age of 82, and I don’t 
know what we're going to do 
without him. Until the very 
end, his wisdom, intellect, en- 
ergy, and leadership inspired 


everyone who knew him, al- 


though he’d have hastened to 
deny this. Whenever a compli- 
mentary article about him ap- 
peared in the News Review, he 
would say, “That must be 
about somebody else—not me.” 

Of course the staff of the 
News Review couldn’t be ob- 
jective about Al, and didn’t try. 
After all, 30 years ago when a 
land developer slapped us with 
a two-million-dollar libel suit, 


Al had been our savior. 
Libel Suit 

He was reminiscing about 
the libel suit a few weeks, ago 
when I paid him a visit. “I 
went right over to. the 
Skolniks’ when I heard about 
it,” he said. “Because I knew 
they'd be upset.” The late 
Alfred Skolnik, then the 
paper's publisher, had been 
named personally in the suit. 
Al told me he’d immediately 
called one of the editors of the 
Washington Post to see if the 
great metropolitan daily would 
help in the News Review's de- 
fense. Al knew the people at 
the Post, for he, too, was a 
journalist and edited a labor 
newspaper for 24 years. A call 
came back in an hour: the 
Post’s law firm would repre- 
sent us “pro bono.” After that, 
Al started raising money for 
the costs of the suit. 

It amazed me that Al, who 
was so close to death, could 
still care passionately about the 
newspaper. He retained his fa- 
mous ability to get, as he said, 
“fired up,” even if at the end 
there was only a flicker. 

Who could be objective 
about Al? Not the arts groups 
for which he endlessly cru- 
saded, like the Prince George’s 
County Arts Council and the 
Greenbelt Arts Center and the

At its May 12 regular meet- 
ing, the Greenbelt City Council 
unanimously approved making 
the Greenbelt Association for 
the Visual Arts responsible for 
arts programming in the Com- 
munity Center, discussed its op- 
tions regarding water main re- 
pairs involving multiple con- 
struction sites in the city and 
heard the Senior Citizen Advi- 
sory Committee's recommenda- 
tions for the issues raised at the 
committee’s annual forum. 

Arts Issues 

Council unanimously ap- 
proved a staff recommendation 
recognizing the Greenbelt Asso- 
ciation for the Visual Arts 
(GAVA) as a city contribution 
group. Immediately thereafter, 
GAVA’s proposal to take over 
programming of the pottery stu- 
dios and arts classrooms in the 
city Community Center was 
considered. Community Center 
Supervisor Cathy Salgado, the 
Parks and Recreation Advisory 


Committee and the Arts Advi-— 


sory Committee all recom- 
mended approval—of this. pro- 
posal, which council gave 
unanimously. Salgado estimated 
that this change will have a net 
cost to the city of roughly 
$7,500 and that under the pro- 
posal the city would be “subsi- 


dizing” GAVA for roughly 


$20,000 per year (primarily 
from lost rental fees for the 
classrooms, insurance and office 
services. ) 


Councilmember Judith Davis 
disputed the use of the term 
“subsidize,” noting that GAVA 
will be putting a lot of time 
and money into the classes. . On 
balance, Salgado favored the 
proposal. Although she be- 
lieves that the city can make 
money with visual arts pro- 
gramming, the current recre- 
ation staff does not have the 
arts expertise of GAVA, so she 
expects an improvement in arts 
programming under this pro- 
posal. Salgado expected that 
the initial contract will be for 
one year “to see how it goes.” 

Water Main Rehabilitation 

Council expressed concern 
about lack of communication 
from the Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission (WSSC) 
regarding the work needed to 
repair and rehabilitate a 96-inch 
water main that runs through 
Greenbelt. The work involves 
digging a number of trenches 
along the main, removing some 
of the existing main, pushing 
into the larger main a 78-inch 
steel pipe and filling the space 
between the pipes with concrete 
grout. The WSSC will also in- 
stall “cathodic protection 
vaults.” These above-ground 
structures will contain equip- 
ment that will emit a constant 
low volt electric current through 
the steel pipe to prevent corro- 
sion. 

Work on the section of the 
main running from the Balti- 
more-Washington Parkway to 


WSSC Angers Council in Handling 
Water Main Rehabilitation Here 


Lanham-Severn Road has been 
approved and the contractor 
has begun staging for the 
work. The trailers visible from 
the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway near the Beltway (vis- 
ible from the Greenbelt Road 
bridge near Southway) are in 
one of the staging areas. A 
future contract will involve ex- 
cavation in Buddy Attick Park 
and possibly in the 
Charlestowne Village/Belle 
Point area. 

Councilmembers were espe- 
cially angered that the WSSC 
had begun work in the city 
without any advance notifica- 
tion. WSSC officials have 
promised to improve their 
communications but indicate 
that they prefer to work 
through the county govern- 
ment, rather than dealing with 
every affected municipality. 
This response was not accept- 
able to the councilmembers. 
‘Mayor Antoinette Bram noted 
that every municipality has its 
own issues with the commis- 
sion, which cannot be dealt 
with in.a single meeting cover- 
ing all affected areas. 

Further, although the WSSC 
has rights of way for which it 
does not require permission to 
work, the city council and staff 
Were surprised to discover that 
workers had begun installing 
construction fence on the dog 
park parcel (adjacent to the ac- 
tual dog park) on. Hanover

96" Water Main Renovation 
Project by WSSC Has Begun 


by Dennis Jelalian 
The Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission (WSSC) 


has discovered a number of 


sections of defective pipe in the 
96" water main which runs ap- 
proximately from Route 95 east 
around the beltway to Route 
450. In order to provide reli- 
able water service, WSSC must 
line the water main with new 
~78" steel pipe, or replace the 
96" pre-cast concrete pipe. 
The work will take two to three 
years to complete. 

The 96" water main is cur- 
rently shut off, and will remain 
shut off until all repairs are 
complete. All local water 
needs are being met by other 
water mains. According to the 
WSSC, there will be no discol- 
ored water, nor loss of water 
pressure during construction. 


The rehabilitated water main 


will become the primary water 
supply for southern Prince 
George’s County. 
Background 

Many pre-cast concrete pipes 
laid from about the mid 1970's 
to about the mid 1980's suf- 
fered from a problem with the 
steel mesh used internally to 


structurally reinforce the con- 
crete, John Mitchell, project 
manager told the News Review. 
In many cases, the steel mesh 
deteriorated, weakening the 
concrete, and leading to prema- 


ture pipe failure. This problem— 


was common during the period, 
he said. The technology did 
not exist to solve the problem 
at a reasonable cost. Pipe laid 
in this area should have lasted 
about 50 years, he explained, 
and must now be replaced after 
only ten years. WSSC joined 
other water companies in a 
class action law suit suing the 
manufacturer of the defective 
pipe. Under financial pressure, 
the company went bankrupt, 
‘and WSSC was unable to col- 
lect any money, Mitchell said. 
Project Status 
The project has been divided 


into three sections; Contract K, - 


which covers from approxi- 
mately the Beltway and Route 
95 east to Greenbelt Road; 
Contract 1, which covers from 
Greenbelt Road south along 
Hanover Drive to approximately 
Greenbury Drive; and Contract 
J, which covers approximately 
from Greenbury Drive south 


along Princess Garden Parkway 
to Route 450. 

Contract I has been let to 
Cianbro company of Maine. 
Contract J has been let to 
Utilicon of Cleveland. Con- 
struction on both contracts has 
already begun, and will each 
take about two years to com- 
plete. Disturbance at each indi- 
vidual work site (see map) 
should range from two to six 
months. Contract K has not 
been let.

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Albert K. Herling 


Albert Konrad Herling, labor 
journalist, minister, musician 
and community activist, born 
February 28, 1915 in New York 
City, died May 31, 1997 in 
Greenbelt of prostate cancer. 

‘Educated at the Oberlin 
School of Music and Tufts Uni- 
versity Theological School, 
Herling served as a Unitarian 
minister in Natick, Massachu- 
setts in the early 1940s. Subse- 
quently he became a labor 
movement journalist and Public 
Relations Director of the Hat- 
ters’ Union in New York City. 

His work as Director of Re- 
search for the Commission of 
Inquiry into Forced Labor con- 
cluded. with the publication of 
his book, The Soviet Slave Em- 
pire (1950). From 1952-53 he 
served as a Labor Consultant to 
the Norwegian Government-_as 
part of the Marshall Plan to re- 
develop Europe. In late 1953, 
he moved to Greenbelt, work- 
ing as Public Relations Officer 
for the City of Hope Hospital 
and then as Editor of The 
Trades Unionist. From 1955- 
79, he was Director of Public 
Relations and Managing Editor 
for the Bakery, Confectionery 
& Tobacco Workers Interna- 
tional Union. Herling’s politi- 
cally active career included 
working for Democratic Social- 
ist Presidential candidate 
Norman Thomas and managing 
Adlai Stevenson’s District of 
Columbia 1956 campaign. 

Upon his retirement in 1979, 
Herling, a lifelong pianist, en- 
rolled as a student at the Uni- 
versity of Maryland at College 
Park, renewing his piano stud- 
ies primarily under the tutelage 
of concert pianist Santiago 
Rodriguez. His commitment to 
the arts included performing 
three Birthday concerts in 1985, 
1990, and 1995 which raised 
funds for, the University of 
Maryland’s. Music Scholarship 
Fund, the Prince George’s 
County Arts Council, and the 
Greenbelt Arts Center. 
founded the Prince George's 
County Arts Council, was a 
founding board member of the 
Greenbelt Arts Center, and 
served several terms on the 
Board of Directors of the Balti- 
more Symphony Orchestra. 

Herling, a stron; community 
activist, spearhead d the drive 
to build a new library in 
Greenbelt in 1970. He also co- 
chaired the effort to secure 
funds for the counsel and de- 
fense of the Greenbelt News 
Review in a libel suit which 
was ultimately won before the 
U.S: Supreme Court in 1972. 
His leadership on Fair Housing 
helped facilitate the integration 
of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. in 
1965. 

Albert Herling’s life’s work 
consisted of continuous contri- 
butions not only to the many 
unlisted causes and organiza- 
tions he promoted and sup- 
ported, but also to the quality 
of life of the numerous indi- 
viduals whose lives he touched, 
influenced and always valued. 

He is survived by his wife 
of 53 years, Frances Erickson 
Herling of Greenbelt, and 
daughters Karene Lagrone of 
Gambrills, Maryland and Erica 
Magrum of Bowie and son 
Konrad Herling of Greenbelt, 
grandchildren Sheila Robinson

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Drive. This area has been des- 
ignated as the site of one of the 
cathodic protection vaults. Ac- 
cording to Director of Planning 
and Community Development 
Celia Wilson, the WSSC had 
purchased a right of way for 
this property, from Foundation 
Properties. However, she noted 
in a May 6 memorandum to 
City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin that the property 
involved was to have been 
transferred to the city under a 
previous agreement. Council di- 
rected City Solicitor Robert 
Manzi to investigate the city’s 
legal options regarding this is- 
sue. 

The city has issued a stop- 
work order relating to the fence 
that the contractor had begun 
installing on Hanover Drive. 
The fence would extend beyond 
the WSSC right of way, and in 
fact would extend five feet into 
Hanover Drive. This area is 
expected to be under construc- 
tion for 12 months. The city 
has instructed WSSC to remove 
all fencing in the city’s right of 
way. 

In a letter to Wilson, WSSC 
Project Manager John Mitchell 
apologized for the fact that the 
contractor had begun installing 
fence not in accordance with 
the approved plans, however, he 
said the contractor found that 


the additional space was needed 


to make the work “much more 
manageable.” He requested ap- 
proval for extending the fence 
into the roadway and said that 
Jersey barriers can be placed 
outside the fence to provide 
added safety. “This would be a 
total encroachment of less than 
10 feet into the existing road- 
way which is about 50 feet 
wide and sees very limited traf- 
fic,” he wrote. 

Wilson notes that although 
the dog park itself will not be 
dug up, it will be affected by 
the use of heavy equipment, 
noise, dust, vibration and other 
construction impacts. Perhaps 
practicing her skills for under- 
statement, she wrote “It is ex- 
pected that this will detract 
from the quiet enjoyment of the 
dog park.” 

The city is also concerned 
about what condition the af- 
fected sites will be in when the 
work is done. Wilson says that 
WSSC’s standards for repairing 
pavement and other public areas 
are less strict than the city code 
and noted that final repairs are 
not always made promptly. She 
also has concerns about the im- 
pact of the work on Buddy 
Attick Park. According to the 
city’s consulting engineer, the 
failure of the drain pipe at the 
lake was caused by the original 
construction of the main now 
being repaired. 

Adding insult to injury, Wil- 
son noted that WSSC continues 
to deny approval for installation 
of street lights on Hanover 
Parkway above the water main. 

Council is seeking a meeting 
with WSSC officials on these 
issues. 

Senior Issues 

Responding to the issues 
raised at its Annual Forum last 
October, the Senior Citizen Ad- 
visory Committee has identified 
a number of issues its members 
would like addressed. The 
committee identified two high 
priority requests: that the city 
establish a task force to study 
the feasibility of developing an

assisted living facility in 
Greenbelt, and that the council 
“consider replacing” the yellow 
flashing light at the crosswalk 
at the Northway and Crescent 
Road intersection with a stop 
light (also operated on demand 
as opposed to a cycle). 

Other issues raised include a 
request that the city explore es- 
tablishing a central reporting 
base for community crime 
watches, the posting of signs 
warning that city police will 
enforce speed laws, and en- 
forcement of the rules against 
skateboarding and bicycling in 
Roosevelt Center. The installa- 
tion of a guard rail on Laurel 
Hill at Hillside, marking of a 
crosswalk at the Hillside exit of 
the underpass under Crescent 
Road, better enforcement of the 
traffic restrictions in Roosevelt 
Center, and better sidewalk up- 
keep were also requested.. 
Council scheduled a 
worksession to discuss the 
committee’s report on Tuesday, 
June 17th, 

Legislation 

An ordinance to establish a 
new Public Safety Advisory 
Committee was introduced for 
first reading. This committee 
will replace the Crime Preven- 
tion Committee and have re- 
sponsibility for a broader range 
of public safety issues, includ- 
ing disaster preparedness, emer- 
gency management, fire and 
rescue services, police services, 
medical and ambulance ser- 
vices, public safety at city fa- 
cilities, public safety legislation, 
and post-incident management. 

Southway Reimbursement | 

Council unanimously ap- 
proved reimbursing the resi- 
dents of a home for expenses 
incurred by its use by police 
during the recent hostage situa- 
tion on Southway. The major 
expense was for the $1,000 de- 
ductible under Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc.’s insurance policy. 
The cooperative requires resi- 
dents to cover this deductible in 
the event of a claim for their 
property. The city repaired cer- 
tain items, such as fencing and 
plantings not covered by the in- 
surance. The remaining 
$340.39 included lost wages for 
the residents, excess electrical 
costs, photo processing and 
candy consumed by the police. 

- Other Actions 

Mayor Bram presented proc- 
lamations to Lt. John Lann in 
honor of National Police Week, 
to several members of the 
Greenbelt Bicycle Coalition in 
honor of Bike to Work Day 
(celebrated May 20), and to Su- 
perintendent of Operations 
Kenny Hall in honor of Public 
Works Week. 

Council accepted an Em- 
ployee Relations Board report 
recommending strengthening of 
the city’s regulations regarding 
reimbursement of employee 
training not related to the 
worker’s current position. 

An Advisory Planning Board 
report recommending changes 
to improve pedestrian/motorist 
safety on Hanover Parkway at 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School, 
and a Community Relations Ad- 
visory Board (CRAB) report 
recommending city participation 
in a cultural diversity/sister city 
project with the Langston Ter- 
race community of Washington, 
D.C. were also accepted. Un-

Peacemaker Award from AU

Janet Jacobs-Parker, a 
Greenbelt resident, won a Cap- 
tal Area Peacemaker award 
from American University’s 
School of International Service 
on April 4. Jacobs-Parker, the 
~ Convenor for the Greenbelt 
Gray Panthers, has-been a 
member of the organization for 
over a decade. She has peti- 
tioned and rallied for gun con- 
trol, Freedom of Choice, Jobs 
with Justice, and a national 
health care system. As a result 
of Jacobs-Parker’s contact with 
American University during the 
awards process there were two 


good byproducts: Greenbelt 


Intergenerational Volunteer Ex- 
change Services (GIVES) re- 
ceived a computer from an 
American University professor, 
and AU students donated thirty 
hours of their time to the Jew- 
ish Foundation of Group 
Homes in one of which lives 
Shelley, Jacobs-Parker’s daugh- 
ter. Shelley has Downs syn- 
drome. : 
~ As Convenor, Jacobs-Parker 
calls meetings together and 
then urges democratic participa- 
tion. She says the Gray Pan- 
thers believe “the struggle for 
power creates conflict” and the 
“age, race and gender neutral” 
Gray Panthers “are not repre- 
senting one group against an- 
other.” She believes “all 
people are entitled to food, 
shelter, and health care” and 
has been known to “roar” when 
she feels these rights con- 
founded. “We can pick up the 
phone and call the White 
House, in a constructive way, 
not an abusive way,” she says.

She described her- 
self as a “very active member.” 
She says her first vote was for 
Franklin Roosevelt’s second 
term and she is “looking for- 
ward to visiting his memorial.”
